David Mulvane. member of the Repub- 


lican National committee from Kansas, 
says the "VTest will be for President Coo- 
Iidga»for a '' third' * term if he wants it. It 
is a oit early to discuss presidential prob- 
abilities of 1928. -"We have only just in- 
augurated ^Ir. Coolidge as president in 
his own right. So many things may hap- 
pen before the nest election that assump- 
tions based on present day conditions 
•would be risky, to say the least. 


The "tiiird term" objection will be 


raised against Mr. Coolidge as it was 
raised against Theodore Roosevelt. It is 
not, however, a valid objection. A vice- 
president who succeeds to the presidency 
through death cannot be considered as 
having served a term in his own right. 
He is in duty bound to carry out as nearly 
,as he may the policies of his predecessor. 


• .'and this has been the invariable rule in 
1 case of successions. The serving out of 
' a fragmentary term as the result .of the 


death-of a president should not be regard- 


,,- cd as a "term" within the meaning of the 


unwritten law that our presidents shall 


!| hold office no more than two terms. 
•,' 
As a matter of fact, the .precedent set 


by George [Washington has little appli- 
cation today. If a man should arise whose 


2 capacity and opportunity for serving the 
! afition thfe<f~consecutive terms were out- 
'? itanding. there could be no good reason 


for rejecting his services. Any man in 
pnblic life who can hold the confidence of 
the majority of the American people for 
twelve years is entitled to the presidency 
for that period. The old fear that the 
lack of-an implied limitation on the presi- 
dential tenure might lead to the setting up 
of 
something like a dictatorship is 


dispelled by the practical working of onr 
political system. If. therefore. Mr.. Coo- 
lidge wishes to run a second time, he has 
every right to do so. and no account 
ehould be taken of the unfounded criticism 
that his election would be to--a, third 


" term. 


"Were the election to be held now Mr. 


Coolidge would undoubtedly be returned 
to office. Notwithstanding the extraordin- 
ary majority by which he was elected last 
year we think his popularity has in- 
creased. 
There js no particular mystery 


about the source of the president's 
strength, although it is treated as a mys- 
tery by many newspapers. The Coolidges 
represent what is sound, substantial, sim- 
ple, sincere, in American life. 
Their 


methods of living appeal to public respect 
and approval. 
They have that insight 


into questions of government and that 
judgment in the making x>f decisions 
•which is born of rare common sense, ilr. 
Coolidge has displayed a practical knowl- 
edge of economics that has deeply im- 
pressed the people, including farmers, la- 
borers and manufacturers. 
His disinter- 


estedness and his desire to serve all the 
people without preferences or prejudices 
has been apparent, and this has had a 
great deal to do with enlarging the esteem 
in which he is held. 


Mr. Coolidge is a welcome relief from 


the froth and bombast of politicians that 
kept the country in a state of commotion 
for many years. He is a relief from the 


-• 
propagandist and the agitator. He is a 
relief from the unreliable and designing 
politician. He is decidedly restful, sooth- 


r>v 
ing and at the same time mildly invigor- 


^, 
ating. He is his own master; the party 


j\" barons may visit him, but they may not 


•oatrol him,. The people know this and 


they like it. So excellent a president, if 
he continues to enjoy the confidence of the 
people in 1928. should be returned to of- 
fice. The question of how many terms he" 
will have served should not enter into the 
matter. • 


SHOOTING TO KILL 


The Chicago and Cook county Bank- 


ers association has offered rewards of 
$2500 each for dead bank bandits. The 
reward does not hold good for robbers cap- 
tured alive. They must be killed. Officers 
and employes of banks, as well as police 
officers, are urged under this offer to shoot 
to kill in the event of a holdup. 
This 


challenge to bandits has been indorsed by 
the police department of Chicago and the 
authorities of Cook county. 


In the interest of justice and the secur- 


ity of life and property, it is to be, hoped 
the Bankers association will have many 
of these rewards to pay. If robbers are 
captiired alive they get off with a light 
sentence or no sentence at all. Every bank 
bandit is a potential murderer,, for he car- 
ries a gun and does not- hesitate to slay 
anyone who interferes. 


"We have reached the point where we 


cannot get justice in the courts, and where 
criminals have more protection from the 
law and juries than persons who obey the 
law. 


Apparently the only method .open to 


society for protection against bandits" 
and murderers is to organize in self-de- 
fense, hunt these criminals down and 
"shoot to kill."' The Chicago banks are 
on the right track. It will help if other 
bank associations, together with mer- 
chants associations, will put up similar 
rewards for robbers caught in hold-ups or 
in thefts.

"VOTE AS YOU DRINK'! 


Emory E. Buckner, United States dis- 


trict attorney at New York, advised the 
Rotary club of that city in a forceful 
speech last week to "vote as you drink." 
In other words, if you don't intend to obey 
a Jaw, don't be a hypocrite and help keep 
it on the books.

There is much to be said for 3Ir. Buck- 


ner's advice to Rotarians. 
Americans 


, need to have it impressed upon them that 


the forcing upon other people of laws they 
intend to disobey themselves is a picayune ' 
and uncitizenly busjness^iflubfi; in,-_and alJ 
shameful one. But there is-anotherras-— 
pect to this question. 


Recently Rotary International, one of 


whose clubs heard Mr. Buckner's address, 
met 14.000 strong in Cleveland for-its 
convention. Cleveland bootleggers rushed . 
in extra booze supplies for a bonanza trade 
in all kinds of wet goods. But they still 
have the liquor. "Hardly a single dele- 
gate bought a drink.""' is the report, and 
one bootlegger is quoted as saying: "These 
guys must,take their ideals seriously."- 


That was a splendid tribute to Rotary 


and one that ought to be earned by more 
Americans. A little higher slogan than 
Mr. Buckner "s-would b'e the one which 
Rotary International actually applied at 
Cleveland, and which is precisely the re- 
verse—"Drink as you voted." 


And as a corollary, if you think you 


made a mistake in voting that way. or be- 
lieve the law should be improved, seek the 
opportunity to alter your.vote—not the 
opportunity to disobey the law you helped 
put on the books. 
There are plenty of 


drinkers among those who always voted 
wet, without including anybody who vot- 
ed for prohibition. 


NO WONDER THE BUSINESS MAX IS TIRED 


The business man must be awfully tired of being 


pepped up. Musical comedies, revues or follies (po- 
lite terms for leg shows, and other anatomical 
exhibitions) must pall on him If he attends them 
instead of taking a walk the scenery for to see. 
His "mild" cigar—that appellation reminds me of 
the* trade term tor a certain purgative -which U 
sometimes called the "mild" chloride—is mild1 in 
color - only. His "nerves' arp Just like yours and 
mine, and have Just as much to do with, his physi- 
cal condition as his ligaments or his hair have. In 
fact, the business man has nothing to make him 
tired, nothing visible^.except the sure fire methods 
or schemes offered to keep him from getting tired. 


The latest boon to the tired business man is pre- 


sented by Prof. Seward C. Staley of the physical 
education department of the University of Illinois, 
and Professor Staley's treatment is euphemistically 
called the Illlinl Eleven. It consists of 11 exercises 
for business men, and you may find the treatment 
fully described and profusely illustrated: with pic- 
tures of a business man with a rather swelled head 
doing the IHini Eleven in the June number of "Hy- 
geia," if you are lucky enough to get hold of a 
copy before the issue is sold out. I'll say this much 
for the IHini Eleven: It is Just about as good as 
the Brady Symphony. And that is saying and 
conceding a lot. 


Professor Staley tells us a lot of things in his 


article in "Hygeia," which I have long contended 
are so. He points out, for instance,sthe fact that 
physical training, exercise, is the one outsanding 
positive factor in health development and mainte- 
nace. 
Other health factors, such as eating the 


proper food, cleanliness,'fresh air, and general hy- 
giene, merely enable one to avoid getting sick. Ex- 
ercise develops skill and talent, draws out latent 
resources, in short, builds better health than is 
possible without physical training, even though 
all other hygienic rules be complied with. 


Staley shows the absurdity of the'health through 


strength idea, and exposes the crass, commercial- 
ism of the use of pictures of "superb" men and 
beautiful women by vendors of quack physical cul- 
ture systems. At the same time, he slaps the regu- 
lar doctors where they need to be slapped, when he 
remarks that personal acquaintance and intimate 
relationship with number of doctors have con- 
vinced him that although most of the doctors are 
competent to prescribe for disease, few of them are. 
as competent to prescribe for better health. There 
Professor Staley drools a bibful. I think I should 
have said mighty few or darn few good doctors 
know anything about health development. But I'm 
no professor. 


Here is a bit of Professor Staley's article which I 


commend particularly to the Wisenheimer family: 


"Physical activity has the effect of increasing 


metabolism—old cells are broken down, new cells 
formed, the blood flow" increased, respiration in-, 
creased (this means th« absorption and utilization 
of oxygen, not the depth or rate of breathing) and 
other organic functions generally activated. This 
results from all physical activity in proportion to 
the vigorousness and' continuity of the work done,' 
and Is not the product of any special hidden or se- 
-cret: method. Physiologists, hygienists, and. other 
scientists^ Jhave studied these problems for years 
and""~up~"to°" the present Jtime have discovered no 
secret method for the production of health. 
If 


this is true, how can it be possible that former 
pugilists, weight lifters, pseudoscientists and others 
have had these revelations?" That ought to intrigue 
suckers who have fallen for 'systems." /

The price 
of lemonds, especially the wholesale 
price has seen a great deal of 
fluctuation the last two -weeks. Two 
weeks ago lemons were sold to the 
grocers at 515 a case and now they 
are selling at $8.00 a case. This was 
because the cold weather which pre- 
vailed throughout the country made 
the lemon crop look dubious two 
weeks ago, and the price leaped up 
accordingly.

THE WISDOM OF A FOOL 


What would you think of a. man who 


had taken an exoenswe and laborious 
course in medicine, who had graduat- 
ed 
with credit, and who was just 


ready to cash in on the profession to 
which he had given several years 
and then refused to practice, abandon- 
ing a promising career as a physi- 
cian in order to have time to write 
poetry? 


I know perfectly well what 999 out 


of 1,000 in America, would call such a 
person; and doubtless the same word 
would be applied to him in almost 
any country on the globe. 
And if 


we add to" this that the person who 
did such a mad thing in spite of the 
fact that his financial propects were 
any thine but brilliant, the epithet 
applied to him would without a. doubt 
be emphasized by two or three choice 
double-decked adjectives. 


But 
that is exactly 
-what John 


Keats did 
literally. Tes. he was a 


fool, but he was a thousand times 
wiser than all the wise men of his 
day. including his guardian, who call- 
ed him that. 


NO\V ADMIT IT 


Everybody agrees with that state- 


ment now and all facilely assume 
that of course m the case of a. great 
poet the ordinary rules do not apply. 
"We say that the w«rld could better 
afford to lose a. thousand even good 
doctors 
than one great 
poet like 


Keats. 


But Keats was not a. great poet 


when he did it and so far as others 
could see there was no great pros 
pect that he would ever be anything 
but a mediocre writer. He had never 
written anything at the time that was 
worthy of any great attention and he 
himself even could not be certain 


that he would ever produce anything 
that would live. 


There would have been a good liv- 


ing for Keats in medicine. His record 
m school was such that he would in 
all probability have been a good doc- 
tor but no sooner did he have his 
diploma in his possession when he an- 
nounced to his guardian that he was 
not going to be a doctor but a poet. 


It was a mad thing to do by all the 


laws of common sense and it is not 
surprising that his guardian, who was 
a hard-headed business man of his 
day. thought the boy was mentally 
unbalanced. 
If in 1925 a new John 


Keats should do the same thing his 
act would meet with the same recep- 
tion. And such a reception after all 
is not unreasonable because for every 
genuine John Keats there may be a 
hundred who might be under the il- 
lusion that they were geniuses with- 
out any basis in fact for the supposi 
tion. 


COUNTER TO SANITY 


My reason for calling attention to 


Keats's mad decision is not at all to 
point out the necessity of encourag 
ing every youngster who thinks he 
is a genius to cut loose from a bread- 
and-butter Job but to suggest th,e fact 
that much of the world's great lioera 
ture is the fruit of decisions that ran 
c<->unt°r to all common sepse and to 
everything that most of us call "safe 
and sane." 


In the retrosnect it is always easy 


to justify such mad decisions: great 
literature is sufficient justification for 
anything the creator of it may have 
done counter to the safe rules of the 
average. But if the creators of great 
literature had not the courage to go 
against the stream long before there 
was any certainty of sucess it is like 


ly that the world would be enormous- 
ly poorer. All the world benefits be- 
cause now and then, here and there, 
some youngster has the courage to be 
thought a fool or a madman. 


Take the case of Keats. He died 


only five or six years after ho made 
the-' decision and at the time of his 
o'eath ho felt that he had failed as a 
poet. He never made any money to 
speak of with his poetry and his 
guardian and the other careful people 
of his day continued to look upon him 
as unbalanced to tho end of his days 
Ho was not a. "success" in even the 
most modest sense of the word and 
he lived anrt died a fool In the eyes of 
had not been willing to be so regard- 
all but a small circle. Yet if h? had 
not been willing to be so regarded it 
would have been physicallyv impos- 
sisiblefor him to -write the body of 
work that has established him as one 
of the greatest poets England has 
produced. 


There is no'moral in all this, ex- 


cept perhaps that the "safe and sane" 
people might learn from it not to be 
so very cocksure that they are al- 
ways right.
